Upon the advice of the District Of- 
fice of the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, the 30-day waiting period 
for replacement of lost food books 
will be strictly enforced hy the Al- 
bany War Price and Rationing 
Board No, 83.111. Persons applying 
more than once for replacement of 
books will be required to wait sixty 
days. This also applies in cases of 
mutilated books and other evidence 
of neglect. 

Holders all ration are 
asked to” preserve them as well as 
possible in order that they may avoid 
difficulty in obtaining replacements. 
Your attention is called to the fact 
that ration books are the property of 
the United States Government and not 
the property of the holding 
them and they are therefore valuable 
to you in order that you may procure 
the necessities of life through their 
use, local ration board officials point 
out.
